BITTER POTATOES 


High quality potatoes taste good. 
That’s one reason why Netted Gem: 
as so popular. But comes trouble. Bit- 
terness is a problem, and for three 
years horticulturists at t':e Univers 
ity of Alberta have been on the trail 
of the culprit. Neither insect nor 
disease is the cause; but a change 
takes place in the make-up of the 
tuber that is definitely undesirable. 

In charge of the investigation 1: 
Dr. R. J. Hilton, Professor of Horti- 
culture, Bitterness in potatoes is by 
no- means a local problem, he says 
Highly bitter tubers have been secur- 
ed from all major producing ateas and 
from all major soil types in the pro- 
vince. Nor is the probem new. Re- 
ports from Europe and various parts 
of North America-show ‘that potato 
bitterness has been known for the last 
half century. at least. 

In all potatoes there is a substance 
known as solanine,, and it is thought 
that in normal amounts this sub- 
stance may have something to do 
with the pleasing flavor of the potato, 
But from time to time the solanine 
builds Up to such an extent that the 
tubers become bitter and unfit for 
food, They may be so unfit as to be 
poisonous. Serious illness is rare, 
but large nunibers of unplatable 
tubers could quickly lead to sales 
fosses and acreage reduction. 

It is this situation that Dr. Hilton 
and his associates are striving to 
avoid. New techniques of solonine an- 
alysis has been devised and cultural 
trials conducted, The work continues 
with evaluation of varietal differen- 
es and studies 
other factors on solanine development,

First World Championship 
Plowing Match Is To Be Held 
On Farm Near Cobourg, Ont. 


TORONTO. — This: October crack plowmen from. 12 countries 
will be vying for possession of a golden model of what is, in all 
probability, the great-great-great-granddaddy -of the plow they 
use from day to day. The winner will be the first tractor plowing 


champion of the world. 


The championship and the trophy, 
Known as the Eso Golden Plow, 
will be awarded at the first world 
plowing championship match which 
will take place on the Durham- 
Northumberland Counties Home 
Farm, near Cobourg. It is being 
held in conjunction with the Ontario 
Plowmen’s Association annual four- 
day International Match, October 6 
to 9 

J. A. Carroll of Toronto, president 
. of the World Championship Plough- 
ing Organization, announced that 


the United States, Denmark and Bel- 
gium had confirmed their entries in 
the. match, Competiting countries 
nowe total 12, . 

The trophy for the world cham- 
pion is being jointly offered for an- 
nual competition by Imperial Oil in 
Canada and other interested compan- 
jes overseas, It has been designed, 
and is being made by The Gold- 
gmiths and Silversmiths Co, Ltd., of 
London, the world-famous company 
of British craftsmen which recondi- 
tioned the crown jewels for the cor- 
onation, It will cost about $1,500. 

The World Championship Plough- 
ing Organization decided its trophy 
should be symbolic of plowing as an 
ancient art. The original of the 
plow selected as a model is in the 
London (England) Science Museum. 
It is believed to date from about 
1721, though some of its features go 
back to the 16th Century. Called 
the Norfolk plow, it was one of the 
pioneer light plows in England and 
the continental countries, and the 
forerunner of nearly all modern 
plows. With a pair of husky horses 


and an equally husky British yeo- 
man behind it, it was capable of 
turning over about an acre a day— 
about one-quarter as much as a mod- 
ern tractor plowman with a one- 
furrow plow could accomplish, 

The finished trophy will be mount- 
ed on a mahogany base two feet 
long, one foot wide and seven inches 
high. From the top of the plow to 
the bottom of the base it will stand 
16 inches high, The main trophy 
will be held by the national plowing | 
association of the winning plowman. 
The world champion will receive a 
copy about one-third the size.

Erosion Problem 


Reminiscent of the early and 
mid-thirties in the prairie prov- 
inces, the soils are on the move 
in Texas. Clouds of dust roll 
across the country, obscuring 
the sun, covering the highways 
and fences, seeping into homes, 
leaving in their wake scenes of 
despair and desolation. 


Farmers, who have prospered in 
the past, look with worry upon their 
bare, parched acres, Merchants carry 
an over-burden of credit in their 
books, Banks no longer welcome 
the rural loan-seeker, 

While Canadians have been for- 
tunate this year to escape wide- 
spread damage from wind erosion, 
they nevertheless have erosion prob- 
lems in many districts, Priceless 
top soil is being washed away by 
rain and uncontrolled spring floods 
due to the lack of sound soil con- 
servation practices, 

At one time no one thought of 
soil as a natural resource, Soil, it 
was generally considered, was an in- 
exhaustible birthright and was used 
as such. In recent years, however, 
Canadian soil scientists have come to 
realize that our soils could be de- 
pleted like other resources. 


This fall a formal course. in soil | 


conservation will be established for 


the first time at the Ontario Agri- | 
cultural College at Guelph.

Combined Crop Sprayer And 
Fire-Fighting: Equipment . 
Built By Alberta Farmer 


Skill as an inventor and ability as 
@ mechanic have provided Tom 
Kempling, Drumheller district farm- 
er, with a combined crop sprayer 
and mobile fire-fighting unit scoring 
success in both chores, 

Kempling, who constructed his im- 
plement made from bits and pieces 
around the farm, recently completed 
spraying -his crop with the rig then 
gave it a test as a fire-fighting unit. 

The unit, which features a nozzle 
device enabling the operator to 
spray near buildings, through fences 
and along road allowances is mount- 
ed on a farm truck equipped with a 
radiator from a combine to give 
greater efficiency. 

The 500-gallon tank and equipment 
can be moved from the truck within 
a half hour enabling the vehicle to 
be used in farm service, : 

Top feature of the Kempling built 
combined sprayer and fire-fighting 
equipment is that the operator, due 
to a marking wheel on the end of 
the boom, can be certain of his 
course for each round of a field in 
killing weeds, 

The pump on the unit is driven 
from the power take-off on the 
truck, The one-inch hose on the 500 
gallon tank can be boosted to 150 
pound pressure by a purap. Kempling 
feels that for fire fighting he will be 
able to employ a fog nozzle on the 
unit, 

In spraying the unit covers a 
width of 83 feet efficiently spraying 
two acres every half mile. Although 
in spraying Kempling only runs the 
tank at 250 gallons he has a supply 
sufficient for three and a half hours 
of spraying. 

When the tank runs dry in the 
field Kempling uncouples the spray- 
ing unit to drive to the farm place 
for refueling, saving time and en- 
abling him to start right where he 
left off without missing any of the 
acreage,

Regulations For Potato 
Grading Will Be Of Benefit 
To Producer And Consumer 


' REGINA. — Regulations governing the grading and sale of 
potatoes under the Vegetable and Honey Sales Act, 1947, have 
been approved to become effective September 1, 1953, in 
Regina and Saskatoon, Agriculture Minister I. C. Nollet announc- 
ed. The regulations require that all potatoes sold in stores in the 
{wo major cities be graded in conformity with grades established 
under the Fruit, Vegetable and Honey Act of the federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The regulations do not apply to;of table potatoes the words “Table 
sales made directly from producer | Potatoes”. 


.| Mr. Nollet said the grading regu- 
to consumer; for the purpose of con lations are being introduced with the 


full co-operation of the federal Ag- 
riculture Department’s Marketing 
Service and the support of produc- 
ers, wholesalers and retailers. It is 
intended that the regulations will 
be enforced without the hiring of 
additional inspectors and will there- 
fore apply for the time being only 
to the cities of Regina and Saska- 
toon, The provincial Agriculture 
Minister emphasized that after Au- 
gust 31st it will be illegal in the two 
major cities to sell or offer for sale 
potatoes that are not graded or that 
do not meet minimum grade re- 
quirements, He added that the first 
responsibility for grading lies with 
the producer but wholesalers and 
retailers also have full responsibility 
in ensuring that potatoes being held 
or offered for aale are marked as to 
grade and meet grade requirements, 

Producers or firms wishing assis- 
tance in grading or copies of the 
Act and Regulations should contact 
the Plant Industry Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Administration 
Building, Regina.

Win Top Award 


A 18-year-old Canadian has enter- 
ed the shooters’ hall of fame by wine 
ning the gold shield awarded by Do- 
minion Marksmen for a _ perfect 
score of 6,000 out of 6,000. 

He is Calvin Scouten of New West- 
minster, B.C., the youngest Canadian 
to be presented with this top award. 
An “expert's expert”, he shot 60

Mr. Nollet pointed ‘out that the 
purpose of grading regulations is 
twofold and of advantage to both 
producers and consumers. Saskat- 
chewan potatoes, he said, are seldom 
graded and as a result suffer in com- 
petition with graded produce packed 
in attractive containers especially 
from Alberta but also from Mani- 
toba: The Agriculture Minister stat- 
ed that the flavour and quality of 
Saskatchewan potatoes are second to 
none and often superior to the bet- 
ter looking product from other prov- 
inces, and that through grading it 
is hoped the appearance and pack 
of the local product will be improv- 
ed so that eventually Saskatchewan 
potatoes will be preferred by the 
consumer, At the present time a 


majority’ of the potatoes consumed 


in the larger cities of this province 
are imported. Saskatchewan grow- 
ers with their advantage in freight, 
Mr, Nollet added, should make full 
use of grading and attractive pack- 
ing to re-capture their own market. 

Grading of potatoes will also pro- 
tect the consumer, Mr. Nollet said, 
adding that the purchase of Saskat- 
chewan potatoes in closed contain- 
ers is now something of a gamble. 
Potato grades require that the tubers 
be sound and free from injury and 
such defects as hollow heart and 
sunburn, They also have to meet 
certain size requirements according 
to grade. Grades are Canada Fancy, 
Canada No. 1, Canada No. 1 Large 
and Canada No. 2, 

The Canada No. 1 grade, for ex- 
ample, requires that potatoes be of 
uniform variety; reasonably mature 
and reasonably clean; free “from 
dumbells, sunburn, hollow heart, 
freezing injury or rot of any kind; 
free from damage caused by ab- 
nérmal growth, disease, mechanical 
or other means; of minimum diam- 
eter 2 inches and a maximum of 4 
inches and properly packed.
